CHINAMEN INTER A COMRADE BE- 


HIND VICK KEE’\.LAUNDRY. 


Permit and a Health Department 
Inspector Today Wil} Look into the 
Case of the One Long, Green Grave 
in the Rear of 554 Armitage Avenue 
Surroundings of the Miniature 


Cemetery. 


An inspector from the City Health de- 
ment will be sent to 564 Armitage ave- 
ue this morning to inspect a miniature 
cemetery of which the authorities had no 
knowledgé until yesterday. The body of a 
Chinaman is buried there. The cemetery 
Was started two weeks ago and possesses 
only the one long, green grave. The green, 
at a casual glance, resembles young let- 
tuce, and the grave might be mistaken for 
@ little garden bed. 

The cemetery is situated behind Yick 
Kee's laundry. Its surroundings are pic- 
turesque in a way. On the north are the 
broken windows of the old frame building 
in which the laundry is operated. On the 
West are a coal shed and a few scraps of 
broken boxes and tin cans. -On the east is 
the wall of former Alderman ‘ Joe Lam- 
mers’ saloon. On the south a garbage-laden 


‘alley and several stables. The cemetery is 


@eparated from the alley by a woven wire 
“fence of original design, constructed by the 
Chinamen who work in the laundry. 

One of the olive-skinned men who man- 
glied shirts in the laundry died about 
two weeks ago and was- buried behind the 
frame building with the usual Chinese cere- 
‘monks by his-companions, who neglected 
the formality .of securing a burial permit. 
‘Tomtoms were beaten and joss sticks 

‘ burned to scare away evil spirits and give 
ithe shade of the departed Celestial a good 
start across the river of death to a happy 
meeting with his ancestors. 

Since the burial many patrons of Lam- 
mers’ saloon have been shown the grave 
From a rear window, and a dozen or more 
policomen have seen it, but no official re- 

rt of the violation of the burial ordinance 

been made. One policemtn said he had 
spoken to Yick Kee about the interment 
and the Chinaman had said it was only tem- 
porary, because they had not money enough 
to have their comrade buried in a public 

The fact of the burial was reported yes- 
terday unofficially to Dr. Heckard, Regis-
